e constitutionality of the Crafts bill to 
elect six additional Cirewt Judges in Cook 
County next June was more fully and freely 
discussed today amo the members, and the 
result is a decided change of opinion in some 
quarters. Mr. Miller, Chairman of the House 
‘Judiciary Cominittee, who at first took the 
view that tife bill was constitutional, made a 
full investigation of the question today. The 
result was a change of opinion. He said to- 
night: I am sorry that we passed the Six- 
Judge bill in the House, because instead of 
relieving the overburdened « of Chicago 
we have simply demonstra 
we do not fully understand the — 
of 1870. Of course, there is a large number 
of us involved in the mistake, yet it was 
discovered before any wrong or injury “hag 
occurred to any one. itis annoying to the 
committee and every member of it to think 
‘that one of the twenty-one lawyers did 
not discover the last clause of Sec. 83 of Art. 
6 of the Constitution. I think that is conclu- 
sive. There can be no doubt about the term 
population as used there. The term is 


used at least four times in the article when re- 


ferring to persons (collectively), and I think. 
that controls the word inhabitants’ in Sec. 
23 of the same article. This is the only time 
the word is ysed, if I recollect correctly, and 
linfer it was so used to avoid repetition. 
The word ‘ population’ must be con- 
trolled. as to its meaning by the term 
‘the. census of the State or. of the 
United States.’ It is true that the ap- 

intment of the school fund is made by Sec. 
0 of the chapter relating to schools. But an 


examination of that will convince any fair- | 


minded person that it relates to a census of 
the State, and from that census the number 
of children between 1 and 21 years is to be 
ascertained. We have no statute now, nor 
have we had since the Federal cénsus of 1880,

I have not the least doubt 
as to the constitutionality of the Crafts bill,“ 
saia Mr. ker of Art. 6of the 
Constitution provides that the general as- 
sembly may increase the number of said

last clause of Sec. 33 of the same article is as

These views show the two sides of the 
question as it is looked upon hére. The Cook 
County lawyers, with one or two exceptions, . 
insist that the bill is constitutional, but as in 
most cases they have their eyes on the new 
places to be filled their views are not entirely. 
unbiased. The country lawyers will have to: 
decide the question in the Senate, and they 
do not seem, to be in a hurry to express their 
views. :

CuicaGco, April 29.—[Editor of The Trib- 

une. ] It will require a two-thirds vote in the 

State Senate to pass the Crafts bill for add-

with the emergency clause added. It is not 
likely that such a majority can be obtained 
now that there are very serious dotbte— 
amounting almost to convictions—as to the 
constitutionality of the measure. But even 
‘if it passed the Senate, as it has passed the 
House, the Governer would hesitate to ap- 
prove it because of the costly litigation and 
public confusion hkely to grow outof it. Sen- 
ator Crawford shows his appreciation of the 
situation by holding back the bill until next 
Tuesday. It cannot be held long after that 
day if the election is to occur 
on the day named in the Constitution, the 
first Monday in June. The Governor will 
have to give the usual thirty days’ notice if 
the bill passes. It is probable, however, that 
It will not. And yet there is no doubt that

PASSES THE SENATE, _

The Senate opened business today with the 
passage of Mr, Ruby’s House bill prohibiting 
the sale of. intoxicating liquors within two 
miles of an incorporated city, town, or vil- 
lage in less quantities than five galions. The 
object of the measure is to break up the gal- 
lon-houses which are run just outside of no- 
license towns. It has passed both Houses 
and now’goes to the Governor for his ap- 
proval. The House bill allowing surety 
companies to become sureties on bonds 
was read a first ume and ordered 
to second reading without reference to a 
committee. Senator Evans’ bill appropriating 
$225,000 for the ordimary expenses of the 
Elgin Insane Asylum was passed, and Sena- 
tor Crabtree then called up his bill to abolish 
bucket-shops.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 


UNION PACIFIC’S ARGUMENT ox LONG 
| AND SHORT HAULS. 


Charles Francis Adams Appeals for the 
Suspension of the Obnoxious Clause and 
Tells Why His Road Cannot Succeed 
Under tt—California Fruit Growers Join 
in the Appeal and Say They Are Th.eat- 
ened with Ruin—The Commission in 
Mobile. 
“‘WasHINGTON, D. C., April 29.—[Special.]— 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission today 
received an interesting document from the 
+ wool-growers of Eastern Oregon, most of 
whom deal largely with Chicago. The pith 
of the appeal was for the commission to de- 
termine on what principle the railroads com- 
pelled the wool-growers in the eastern part 
OF the State to ship their clip to Portland— 
20 miles west of them—before they could 
get it carried across the continent. They 
thought the haul to Chicego—which is the 
nearest market—was long enough, without 


requiring them to ship it across’ Oregon and 
back again. But the railroads made the

A long e, signed by Charles Francis 
Adams, ident of the Union Pacific Rail-

. supposition has been in effect since the law 
became operative, with the result that the 
through business of the road has been re- 
duced by at least 90 per cent, leaving, in 
fact, very little of it to be done. On the 
other hand, it is asserted if the through 
rate were’ made on a basis as is required to 
secure a substantial part of the business, and 
the local rates regulated on the same basis, 
as required by the fourth section, the whole 
earnings of the road would not pay its fixed 
charges, The cempany believes the condi- 
| tions are such as to justify it in making dis- 
crimination tariffs between short and long 
hauls, yet the penalties of the law are so se- 
vere that the petitioner fears to act on his 
own judgment and asks the official sanction 
of the commission thereto by suspension of 


the fourth secuon of the law. The petition 


continues: : 
Your petitioner further shows that the circum- 
stances and conditions above set forth are ap- 
—.— not only to the through transcontinental 
usiness between points on the Atlantic coast 
and points on the Pacific. coast, but also to busi- 
ness with points in the interior and on the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri River,s rates of freights to 
and from which are governed and controlied by 
water competition in the same manner in which 
water competition affects the rates for traffic be- 
tween ports on the Atlantic seaboard and 
ports on the Pacific @coast—that is to 
say, between Omaha, Council Bluffs, St. 
Joseph, Atchison, Kansas City, Leaven- 
worth on the Missouri and intermediate 
points, and points easterly, northwesterly, and 
southeasterly thereof on the one hard and points 
and places. on Puget Sound and other places in 
Washington Territory, Victoria in British Co- 
lum bia,

Los Angeles, 
San Diego, and other California points on the 
other hand. All the points hereinbefore desig- 
nated are subject to water competition via the 
Pacific and Atlantic oceans, the Sacramento, 
San Joaquin, Columbia, Missouri, and Missis- 


to competition by water and railway 
carriers not restrained by the Inter-State 
Commerce law. They are also subject to compe- 
tition with the Canadian Pacific Line, which, 
even if deemed to be affected in any wise by the 
law, has no considerab': intermediate traffic to 
be affected by competitive rates to the Pacific 
coast, and hence is practically unrestrained. As 
a matter of fact the Canadian Pacific has taken 
canned goods from San Francisco destined to 
St. Louis and to points as far west as Dodge 
City, Kas. The like circumstances and condi- 
tions are also applicable in respect of foreign 
business—that is to say, between all points in 
Australia, New Zealand, British India, Japan, 
and the islands of the Pacific and ail points in 
the United States and Canada east of the 
ninety-seventh meridian of longitude and be- 
tween all points in Great Britain and Continen- 
tal Europe on the one hand, and San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Stockton, San Jose, Oakland, Los 
Angeles, and San Diego, Cal., and the Wash- 
ington Territory. Oregon, and British Columbia 
points hércinbefore mentioned on the other. A 
lower charge for longer than for shorter dis- 
tances is nec ossary in - respect to such foreign 
business to enable the United Stated carriers to 
’ compete with foreign carriers not controlled by 
the law; and likewise necessary to enable Unit- 
ed States producers, manufacturers. and mer- 
chants to compete with foreign markets. 

The prayer is therefore made for at least a 
temporary suspension of the fourth section 
in its application to the Union Pacific and its 
associates relative to the points and territor 
named, the same having already been grante 
to the Northern and Southern Pacific and 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Roads. 


Detroiters Catechise President Ledyard. 
Detroit, Mich., April 29.—[Special.]}—Pres- 
ident Ledyard of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road was on his mettle before the Merchants’ 
& Manufacturers’ Exchange today. He was 
present on invitation to explain why his road 
charges commercial traveiers the $25 rate on 
1,000-mule tickets while the Grand Trunk ad- 
heres to the two-cent rate in force on all 
Michi lines prior to the Inter-State bill. 
President Root of the exchange stated that 
there were 2,000 traveling men in Detroit, 
and the action of the road in increasing 
the rate was a heavy blow to business 
firms. President Ledyard said his road 
was. simply acting under the advice 
of its legal counsel. When Theodore H. 
Hinchman remarked the Grand Trunk had 
no fear in continuing to sell tickets at the 
old rate, Mr. Ledyard intimated that the 
Grand Trunk was acting contrary to the ad- 
vice of its counsel. Samuel Heavenrich sug- 
sted to obviate the difficulty by sellin 
000-mile tickets to travelers. Mr. Ledyar 
said that the mere selling of five of these 
tickets or five in one could not be a legal ex- 
cuse for making a discriminating rate, and 
as to making this rate merely a State rate, 
that could not be done, because the company 
had interests in Chicago and other — 
outside Michigan, and these interests could 
not be discriminated against. He suggested 
that atest case be made against the com- 
pany, which would sell one 1,000-mile ticket 
at the old rate for this purpose. If the United 
States Court here decides that the road has 
a legal right to sell tickets at $0 Mr. Led- 
yard said he would return to the old rate. 

Mr. Hinchman asked why it was that De- 
troit was charged a greater percentage of

A Stringent License Bill Proposed— Florida 
and West Virginia Legislatures. 

Lanstne, Mich., April 29.—The Bates Liquor 
bill came up this morning. It provides a tax 
of $500 for manufacturing, selling, or keep- 
ing for sale spirituous and malt liquors, with 
a bond of from $3,000 to$6,000. No official nor 
person engaged as principal, agent, or servant 
in the sale of liquor shall be accepted as 
surety. The husband, wife, parent, child, 
guardian, or employer.may forbid the sale of 
liquor, and may recover actual and ex- 
emplary damages for injumes inflicted upon 
persons to whom sales had been forbidden. 
The bond covers the damages. There shail 
be paid $10 to the person making the com- 
plaint on conviction of the accused. Half

THE ANTI-POVERTY. SOCIETY. 

The Land and Labor Club of New York, in 
which Henry George was a conspicuous mem- 
ber, has proved a failure mainly because its 
members, in spite of the suggestive name of 
their organization, were not of the class 
which loves to labor on the land. It has now 
been succeeded by a new club, called the 
Anti-Poverty Society, whose declaration of 
principles and constitution read as follows:

| anti-poverty is a very good principle to main- 
tain, the new organization is open to several 
comments. First, there is not a man among 
the signers who would take an eighty-acre 
farm for nothing, rent and taxes free, 
on condition of living upon it and supporting 
himself by farming—not one of them. The 
public lands have been open to all the anti- 
poverty people fora quarter of a century, 
but they won’t live on them—neither the agi- 
tators nor the poverty people whose cause 
they are agitating. They cannot be forced 
out of the cities upon any inducement. They 
would rather hang around the city streets 
with nothing to do than go to work on farms. 

Second, how do they Propose “by peace- 
able and lawful means” to get possession | 
of other men’s houses, lots, and farms with- 
out paying forthem? It may appear a singu- 
lar prejudice to the “jawsmiths,” but all the 
same the owners of property, particularly 
the owners of houses and lots or farms, have 
a strong prejudice against giving them away. 
How, then, do these anti-poverty disciples of 
Georgeism propose to appropriate other peo- 
ple’s property! Land-owners and lot-owners 
and their sons are men who can defend their 
property, and will be likely to do so when 
these anti-poverty fellows come along and at- 
tempt to dispossess them without remunera- 


n what God made ample for the 


needs of meh” Georgeism would curse with

erty-stricken tenant serfs. That is the whole 
outcome of’ Georgeism confiscation, over-

Fourth, how is it that these wiseacres in 
resolving against poverty overlooked the 
cause which is responsible for nine-tenths of 
the poverty in this country—namely: liquor? 
Why did they say nothing about in- 
temperance, which is eating up the money 


of the wageworkers and keeping them poor? 


Are they not aware that 70 per cent of the 
drink money in this country is squandered by 
the wageworkers, and that if it were saved 
there would be scarcely an appreciable 
amount of poverty?. Do they not know that 
the fundamental basis of poverty is alcohol! 

The objects of this Anti-Poverty Club, as 
set forth in its declaration of principles, are 
not only chimerical and impracticable, but, 
worse than that, they are dishonest, for they 
are founded on theft. 


GOLDWIN * SMITH’S CELTIC PREJUDICES. 

The letter written by Prof. Goldwin Smith 
to the President of the Canadian Club in 
New York, which has already appeared in 
Tue Tripont, is timely and important for the 
light it throws upon England's probable ac- 
quiescence in the commercial union of Can- 
ada and the United States. Prof. Smith 
makes the point very clearly that the English 
Government cannot logically antagonize reci- 
procity between the two countries and an 
assimilation of their tariffs, and he states 
correctly that it will be for the mutual inter- 
ests of the two countries, but before he closes 
his letter he cannot refrain from his conven- 
tional tribute to English and American An- 
glo-Saxons and his chronic slur at the Celts. 
He says in this connection: 


Nations, it is true, have tempers as well as in- 
terests, and if American Legislatures and jour- 
nals persist in trying the temper of the British 
nation, as they are do at present, mischief not 
only to the prospects of closer commercial rela- 
tions but to friendly relations generaily may 
ensue. But it is difficult to see why Anglo-Sax- 
ons should be bent on sacrificing their natural 
affinities, their material interests, and those of 
our common civilization to the prosecution of a 
Celtic feud; or why American legislators nod 
journalists should deem it their duty to protest 
against the repression of disorder in Ireland by 
the British Government, when they regard stron- 
ger measures taken by other European Govern- 
ments for the same purpose, such as those which 
Germany is now taking in Alsace-Lorraine, with 
perfect unconcern. 


It is astonishing that a man of Prof, Smith’s 
information and scholarship should so per- 
sistently ignore the Celtic element in the pop- 
ulation of Great. Britain and the United 
States; or underestimate its ie sabe and im- 
portance. He forgets or refuse 
that the Scotch and the Welsh are Ceits and 
that the north of England contains as many 
Celts as Saxons. Forty per cent at least, 
some writers estimate it as high as 50 per 
cent, of the population of Great Britain and 
Ireland are of Celtic blood and origin. There 
is a similar proportion in this country and in 
the British colonies of people who trace their 
origin back to the pure Celtic source. Now 
it ought to occur to a man of Goldwin Smith’s 
perspicacity and thoughtfulness that the 
simplest and eusiest way to settle the linger- 
ing aversion of the Celto-American people to 


England is to do justice to the Irish and 


Scotch, to emancipate the Scotch farmers 
from landlord rule, free the crofters from 
their horrible oppression, and give the Irish 
self-government in local affuirs as Lili- 
nois has, for instance, in the American 


Union. It is all that they ask and it is no 


more than common justice requires: If En- 
gland would do this and would goa step 
further and encourage absolute free trade 
between Canada and the United States, and, 
when the time is ripe for it, with the British 
West Indies also, she would establish a bond 
of friendship between the two branches of 
these great Celto-Saxon peoples that will 
save the mother country some day from 
conguest and destruction as an independent 
nation. Every year England is more and 
more isolated from participation in European 
politics. Every year her political influence 
grows smaller, and the 


or later she will be obliged to look across the 
ocean for help, and the intervention of Amer- 
ica can save her when nothing else can avail, 
and that, too, without firing a gun. America 
with her hundred millions of people and lim- 
itless resources a quarter of a century hence 
will be the arbiter and referee among the 


nations of the world, and her decisions will 


never be chalienged. 
It is astonishing that Goldwin Smith does 
not see this. It needs no gift of prophecy to 


forecast what is as plainly written as the 


handwriting on the wall. His Alsace-Lor- 


raine comparison is a lame one. If the Irish . 


were seeking annexation to France it would 
have some points of resemblance. Ireland's 
grievances are compulsory. poverty, superin- 
duced by the brutal oppression of absentee 


- landlords—the denial of the right of local 


self-government, and, in the case of the 
pending Coercion bill, the denial of the com- 
mon rights of human liberty. Instead of 
giving aid and comfort to the tyrannical 
British Tories Goldwin, Smith should be en- 
gaged with voice and pen in helping to re- 
move these’grievances. That he does not do 
so shows a willful blindness to the existing 
situation and a most unworthy prejudice 
against the Celtic element in both countries, 
which are astonishing in a man who has 
mixed so freely with the people of both and 
knows their characteristics so well.

PRAISEWORTHY BUT INCONSISTENT. 

In opposition to two members of his Cabinet 
Mr. Cleveland has made a ruling against the 
Northern Pacific land grabbers and in favor 
of a deserving homestead settler—an act de- 
serving of praise. Guilford Miller took up a 
claim in 1878 in Washington Territory, fifty 
miles fromthe line of the Northern Pacific 
Road, and after living on his farm and im- 
proving it for seven years found it demanded 
by the corporation on the plea that it was 
within the indemnity limits and had been 
withdrawn from settlement. The practice of 
withdrawing and reserving lands for a com- 
pany that had violated the terms of its con- 
tract with the Government, and already ob- 
tained millions of acres to which it was 
not entitled, has been one of the 
most scandalous frauds and outrages perpe- 
trated in the Land-Office under previous Ad- 
ministrations, and, although opposed by Gar- 
land, the President courageously says it 


must stop and the wrong be righted. Secre- 


tary Lamar is told if he finds the corporation 
entitled to any more land te direct it to se- 
lect land upon which neither Miller nor any 
other citizen has in good faith settled and 
made improvements.“ The ruling thus made 
will apply to many other cases. If carried 
out faithfully it means that the scoundrelly 
practice of decoying settlers onto reserved 
lands and then seizing their farms after they 
have been improved and greatly increased 
in value must stop. 

II Mr. Cleveland is willing to correct the 
blunders of a previous Administration so fx. 
as practicable why does he not-at once undo 
the gross wrong he has himself heaped on 
the Crow Creek settlers in Dakota?

CHICAGO 30 AND PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 
The stamping out of pleuro-pneumonia in 
Chicago and vicinity must be set down as a 
duty of the highest importance. As the cen- 


tre of the cattle trade this city cannot afford 


to trie with the worst disease known to 
veterinary surgery. 


with pleuro-pneumonia would make their as- 
pirations easy of attainment. 

That eminent authority in such matters, 
Prof. Law of Cornell, who is now in this city, 
gives it as his apinion that it is practicable to 
extirpate the malady in three months. If 
that is done there will be no serious inter- 
ference with the trade of next fall; but if it 
is not done the glory of Chicago as a cattle 
market will depart, and that, too, with no 
prospect of return. The infected district 
embraces substantially the entire city and a 
large part of the towns round about, except 
the Union Stock-Yards, which are absolute- 
ly protected by an isolation which existed 
independent of any fear of contagion. The 
outbreak of pleuro-pneumonia last fall was 
in distillery sheds then filled indiscriminately 
with steers and milch-cows. The practice of 
keeping the latterin such sinks of filth has 


been broken up. Not a pint of milk is now 


sold in Chicago which has the taint of dis- 
tillery slops and offal about it. That inci- 
dental benefit of the agitation promises to be 
permanent, and it is a matter of considerable 
importance, too. It is an easy task for the 
Health Department to maintain the presen 
state of things in this regard. But to main- 
tain the surveillance necessary to the quar- 
antine requires a great deal of effort. For 
the most part the State and National author- 
ities will do the work, but they have asked 
the city authorities to lend a helping band, 
and compliance with the request has been 


promised. 


It should be made the duty of every one of 
our 1,200 policemen to be on the lookout for 
violations of the quarantine, just asitisa 
part of the constant duty of a policeman to 
prevent the violation of a health ordinance. 

With few exceptions the fresh supplies of 
milch-cows in Chicago comé in by rail, and in 
all such cases by way of the Stock-Yards. 
Fortunately there is only one gate by which 
they can come out of those yards alive, and 
an agent of the Health Department is always 
on duty at that gate during the hours of its 
use, This fact enables the department to 
render tue greatest quarantine service with 
the least possibie trouble, and the police part 
of the surveillance will be easily maintained, 
for every cow in the quarantine district must 
have a tag attached to her horn. It follows 
that when the system is once fairly inaugu- 
rated any policeman seeing, an untagged cow 
beat will be in duty bound to 
take the same notice of it as he would of an 
unplacarded house known to contain a small- 
pox or scarlet-fever patient. 


THE SENATE AND THE PRINTING COMBINE 

The special Senatorial committee appoint- 
ed to investigate the State printing conspir- 
acy is expected to make its report next 
Wednesday. The testimony is all in and 
there appears to be no difference of opinion 
among the members. All agree that the con- 
tract is an unmitigated fraud and void, or 
voidable. No disposition is shown to mince 
matters. On the contrary, a thorough ex- 
posure may be looked for, coupled with such 
recommendations as the situation calls for. 
This is not the first time a Springfield print- 
ing combine has been formed to rob the State 
Treasury, but if it is followed to the end 
with all possible severity it will be the last 
for a long time to come, 

It is reported that one of the Senatorial in- 
vestigators who has been specially zealous in 
prosecuting the case doubts the power of the 
courts to punish the conspirators. It is diffi- 
cult to understand sucha doubt. The statute 
could not be more explicit. It specifies -con- 
spiring to prevent competition in the letting 
ot any contract by the State,” or to induce 
any person not to enter into such competi- 
tion.“ The law could not fit this case more 
exactly had it been framed for the express 
and sole purpose of providing for the pun- 
ishment of those engaged in it. We might as 
well wipe out the criminal code and rely 
upon the common law and its interpretations 
by the courts if it does not cover this print- 
ing combine. 

As the case now stands the only public 
apologists for the combine are the Spring- 
field newspapers, all of them more or less 
implicated. , 8 
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GRAIN STORAGE. 

Several of the people who got caught be- 
tween the upper and the nether millstone by 
selling wheat in this market which they held 
at various points in the country are very 
wroth because of inability to deliver it 
here in time for the filling of their contracts. 
They had the grain, stored in country eleva- 
tors, and had obtained from the railroad 


companies satisfactory rates to Chicago; 


but the said companies refused to load the 
grain into cars on the ground that they could 
not be sure of piacing it in store on its arrival 


in this city. Some of the wheat thus 


left out in the cold is confessedly 
better in quality than the average 
of the grade known as Chicago No. 2, 
and millers would pay for it a premium of 
nearly two cents per bushel on its merits. 
But it is found necessary to sell it at a dis- 
count because by the terms of the contract 
the property is not regular for delivery unless 
it be in some one of the houses which are 
approved by our Board of Trade. The parties 
who had sold it were obliged to buy it back 
from the original purchasers and have now 
to find another market for the actual wheat, 
while they have additional cause for chagrin 


‘in the fact that the market here declined 


sharply as soon as they had finished covering 
their shorts at the top. 

The trouble is one for which there is no re- 
dress. The room available for the storage of 
grain in this city has been, for several years 
past, apparéntly equal to all possible require- 
ments, and the prospect for even less demand 
for itin the near future has recently led toa 
reduction in warehouse charges at this and 
other points. Hence, there is no inducement 
‘o the building of more elevators here for the 
storage of grain which is the property of 
others. and especially not as it is feared that 
pressure will bp brought to bear to authorize 
the ievying of a tax on all grain held in store 
at a certain date in each year. It is idle to 
expect that capitalists will voluntarily add to 
the capacity which already seems to be larger 
than is normally wanted, with the moral cer- 
tainty that to provide for a repetition of the 
recent pressure would be to prevent a 
recurrence. If the dissatisfied ones really 
wish for a remedy that will permit them to 
sell untold millions of bushels of wheat in 
this market next winter they have another 
course open, That is to agitate fora change 
in the rules of the Board of Trade that will

duction here might have the effect of killing 
off the market by discouraging buyers. It is 
safe to assume that no one is likely to take 
the risk and trouble ot purchasing property 
to be delivered several months in the future 
and hold himself in readiness to pay for the 


same whenever tendered, if every chance of 


profit in the operation be cut off by enact- 
ment of the Legislature or the Board of 
Trade. Speculative buying and selling in- 
volves a risk to both parties, and if either 
one of them succeed in reducing his risk he 
will be very apt to see his chance for profit 
diminish in about the same proportion. 


ASSOCIATION AND HURD’S BILL. 


CITIZEN’ 
The little Mail says the Citizens’ Associa- 


tion is “ as earnest as ever in advocating the 


passage of the Hurd Drainage bill.” The Mail 


is probably correct. To bé “as earnest as 
ever“ the association need not be earnest 
at all. The zeal and earnestness of 
the organization in question are man- 
ifested through such representative mem- 
bers as Mr. Hurd himself, Mr. Hurd’s 
neighbor, Edwin Lee Brown; Mr. Hurd’s co- 
worker in the preparation of tne bill, Mr. D. 
L. Shorey; and that very formidable person- 
age, Secretary Ambler, who fancies himself 
the Citizens’ Association itself, This quartet 
are zealous in support of the bill, and there 
are four or five amiable gentlemen who are 
in sympathy with them. The zeal of the 
Citizens’ Association goes no further. 

As demonstrated in Tux TRIBUNE the other 
day, the association has not through any au- 
thorized body approved of the bill. The 
Executive Committee was never consulted 
about it: Perhaps not more than 10 per cent 
of the members ever understood the scope of 
the bill or had any idea of the expenditure 
involved in carrying it out. The champions 
of the scheme, though aware of these facts, 
represented to the legislators at Springfield 
and to the Mayor of Chicago that the bill had 
the official indorsement of the whole associa- 
tion. Mr. Ambler was on hand at the com- 
mittee meetings at the State Capital to give 
the sanction af his presence to the idea. The 
bedazzled rural legislators were of course con- 
vinced when the oily Ambler appeared. The 
tactics pursued in Springfield were tried in 
Chicago. It was given out that the Mayor 
approved the Hurd scheme. The interview 
with Mr. Roche published iu yesterday’s 
TRipUNE exploded that fiction.“ The Mayor 
is as much opposed to the Hurd gilt-edged, 
Anglo-Bengalee boodle scheme as any man in 
Chicago. He has condemned nearly every 
salient feature in the project. He finds 
nothing in it to commend, but much to con- 
demn. 

The Citizens’ Association should follow the 


example of the Mayor and make it plain that 


it does not favor the pretentious statutory 
humbug known as the Hurd bill, and does 
not authorize Ambler to cast its vote as he 
sees fit. The association can have no sym- 
pathy with the fussy and deeply-interested 
promoters of this monstrous measure. 


_ §END THEM TO THE COUNTRY. 
The present season promises to be notable 
for heavy immigration. Over 1,600 emi- 


grants landed at Castle Garden last Sunday, 


and at Queenstown the crowds waiting for 
their turn t embark for America are obliged 
to sleep in tents, the ordinary accommoda- 
tions being inadequate for their shelter. 
Irish emigration has received a new impulse 
from eviction and the fear that the Coercion 
bill will become a law. Other parts of Eu- 
rope are keeping up their usual quotas. The 
steamship companies are enlarging their 
steerage facilities to meet the demands of 
travel, 

Itis said that alarge percentage of these 
new comers are fairly well supplied with 
money. This would indigate that they 
are a thrifty class, or, perhaps, that they 
have generous friends in this country, 
fora large proportion of the emigrants of 
these later years are furnished with the nec- 


essary funds for coming over hére by rela- 


tives or old neighbors on this side of the 
water, The amount of cash they may have 
is in itself of little consequence.. The main 
thing is where they are going, city or coun- 
try. The reputable agriculturists of the 


Old World crowd often into our great cities 


and rapidly sink to the lowest level of 
metropolitan unthrift and disreputableness, 
While even the dregs from the slums 
of the Old World rise to the dignity of good 
citizens if they are so fortunate as to settle 
in the country. City and country abound 
with illustrations in point. The supply of 
labor in all our cities exceeds the demand, 
and with new accessions the ranks of idleness 
and crime are augmented, not altogether, 
but largely, from new arrivais, Every effort 
should be made to give a rural direction to 
this tide of immigration. It is far better to 
work a farm on shares, or be a farm laborer, 
even, than to be an unskilled wageworker in 
a city, and, best of all, going to the Far 
West, where a farm may be had for the til- 


lage. 


Ir appears that the Governor has request- 
ed, or will request, the Cook County Judges 


to nominate candidates for Justices of the 


Peace in the places of Mr. Clifford, who de- 
clined an appointment, and the Socialist, 
Dvorak, whose name was not sent to the Sen- 
ate.

JUDGE DAVID DAVIS. 


His Character Portrayed by Leonard Swett 
gat a Bar-Association Meeting. 
Leonard Swett addressed the Bar Associa- 
tion last night on the life and character of 
the late David Davis. He said: 


In the autumn of 1848 David Davis was mid- 
way through his life. About this time he was 
appointed Judge of the Circuit Court, and in 1862 
Lincoln appointed him to the bench of the Su-

Davis knew that the law was only a guide to 
ustice. He was of the same strain as Justice 
Marshall An anecdote illustrates both char- 
acters. A number of lawyers were discussing a 
knotty and intricate question. Marshall said: 
“The law in this point is so and so, Mr. —. You 
wil) please hunt up the authorities to sustain my 
position.”” The greatest decision of Davis was 
the one in which he said that pease and not war 
was the normal condition of the country, Judge 
Davis political record revolves itself into two 
periods. He ‘went to the Chicago Convention 
which nominated. Lincoin, and he served six 
ears in the United States Senate. He wanted 
incoln nominated, and he thought that if 
he went to thé convention he could 
do. more than any other man towards it. 
He laid out an aggressive campaign, and knew 
the status of each delegation. Judge Davis had 
been continuously on the bench for thirty-two 
ears in this State when he was elected to the 
United States Senate. He was the only man in 
the Senate who has ever succeeded in making a 
personal party consisting of himself alone. He 
voted on all Questions in accordance with his 
own views, and retained the respect of both ‘po- 
litical parties. His main characteristic was his 
latent unconscious strength. He did seemingly 
impossible things a8 4 matter of course. * 
was one of the kindeet and most generous of 
men. e fulfijled the Seriptural mandate of not 
letting his right hand know what his Jeft hand 
did. I visite him last May 10. He was 
then suffermg intensely. I bade him 
adieu. thinking &—should never see 
him again, In June I was summoned to the most 
remarkable funeral I have seen, Twenty thou- 
sand people were there. They could not enter 
the church, but they crowded the sidewalks, the 
fences, and the yards. They were of all classes, 
rich and poor.

tremely flattering, and that their customers, 
scattered all over Nebraska, Wyoming, and 
the southern portion of Oregon, are laying in 
double the amount of goods they ever did be- 
fore. On account of the new rates it costs a 
little more than formerly to get goods to 
Omaha, but the increase in sales more than 
makes up the difference. The dry goods, 
boot and shoe, and hardware dealers also 
say that they are doing a greatly-increased 
business over past seasons, and they have in-

Merchants Dissatisfied with the Operation 
of the Inter-State Commerce Law. 

Denver, Colo., April 29.—[Special.]—There 
is a striking unanimity among the business- 
men of Denver in regard to their present 
trade, and this feeling extends to an agree- 
ment among them that they do not look for 
its continuance beyond a few weeks, or 
months at the outside. In comparison with 
last year they estimate the increase various- 
ly from 20 to 50 per cent, the latter in special 


lines. Jobbers report steadily-improving col- 


lections, with increased orders, while retail- 
ers are active in their sales of seasonable 
The manufacturing interests of the 
city are yet in their infancy, but the firms 
are crowded with orders apd the outlook is a 
promising one. The receipts of ore are af- 
fected largely by the condition of the mount- 
ain roads and trails, which at this season are 
usually more or less impeded by the late 
snows. The spring storms in the mountains 
are just commencing, and as a consequence 
the ore receipts may tall off later, but the 
unusually mild winter and absence of 
storms in the mountains have resulted in 
larger winter receipts of mineral than for any 
revious winter. More ore is finding a mar- 
et here now from outside territory, and 
contracts have recently been made for 
shipments from points which heretofore sent 
their product to the smelters and refiners of 
Omaha and Kansas City. This state of af- 
fairs is credited to the operations of the 
Inter-State Commerce law, and the influences 
which have heretofore succeeded = 2 
inating against Denver as a smelting poin 
mise to be a thing of the past.

An Unprecedented Increase in the Volume 
; of Ali Classes of Business. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 29.—[Special |— 
Unless the preseut indications prove mislead- 
ing the year 1887 will be marked by an un- 
precedented development of the commercial 
interests of Kansas City. The spring trade 
is satisfactory, and even more than satisfac- 
tory, as the surprising boom in business fairly 
takes away the breath of the most conserva- 
tave business-men. New industries are seek- 
ing this city constantly, new and fertile ter- 


ing in from every direction. The dry goods 
trade already shows a surprisingly large in- 
crease over that for the corresponding period 
of 1886. This is true not only of the jobbin 
trade, but also of the retail, and it woul 
be difficult to sav — 1 10 of the two shows the 
greatest percentage of increase. 

One of the heaviest jobbers in the city said 
that the Pet trade is not only heavier than 
last year but is far more satisfactory in every 
respect. A number of extensive retail dry- 
* establishments make the same report. 

e increase noted is not confined to any par- 
ticular firm nor to any particular branch of 
business, every merchant interviewed hav- 
ing the same story of prosperity to relate. A 
careful estimate places the increase in the 
dry-goods business m the last three months 
at 50 per cent. Merchants believe that the 
unprecedented real-estate boom of the spring 
has a good effect upon the retail trade, asa 
man who has made $1,000 on a real-estate 
deal will spend $100 where otherwise he 
might have made $10 do. The wholesale 
trade has been benefited directly by the 
building of new railroads in the ter- 
ritory tributary to Kausas City.

Benefited by the New Law—The Industrial

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 29.—[Special.}|—The 
volume of St. Louis’ spring business aver- 
ages fully an increase of 30 per cent over the 
three corresponding months of last year. 
The increase over the March trade of 1886 is 
much greater than indicated, owing to the 
fact that the Gould system strike, which was 
precipitated gthirteen months ago, almost 
throttled thé spring trade.

Fort WortH, Tex., April 29.—[Special.]— 
Owing to the fact that retail dealers through- 
out the western and northwestern portions 
of Texas do not carry heavy stocks, and 
therefore buy often, there is no such thing 
as spring trade here, strictly speaking. Trade 
remains the same the close of ‘the cot- 
ton season until oats, and cattle are 
marketed about June. Railroad building 
has developed great activity in Texas 
this spring, and this railroad build- 
ing is playing an important part. in 
the commercial. growth of Fort Worth. 
Grocery men report a large increase in trade 
from 1886. One house doing a business of 
$3,000,000 per annum reports an increase of 
20 percent. This is due chiefly to the new 
territory made tributary to Fort Worth by 
the extension of - railroads. Boot and shoe 
dealers report a slight increase in trade over 
1886. Hardware dealers have already doubled 
their sales, railroad building being the chief 
cause of this. Immense quantities of powder 
is sold for blasting purposes. Dry-goods 
merchants note a slight increase in business. 
Crop prospects being very gUOd, a heavy June 
trade is looked for. Drug men report a slight 
decrease in the drug trade, but a heavy in- 
crease in paints, oils, and glass, owing to the 
many new houses built in this section. 

Fort Worth, together with all other Texas 
towns, has been benefited by the Inter-State 
Commerve law. The Houston & Texas Cen- 
tral withits numerous branches, the Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa Fé, the Fort Worth & Den- 
ver, the Texas Transcontinental, and the In- 
ternational & Great Northern are exclusively 
Texas railways and hence are not affected by 
the law.

He believes that they 
contain many important truths. But he 
maintains that Christianity embodies more 
truth than all of them, and could only have 
had this preéminence by its special divine 
origin. e work is instructive and well 
adapted to give higher thoughts of divine 
Providence in relation to the religious devel- 
opment of mankind. The author thinks there 
are now no advocates of the old doctrine 
that salvation is impossible to any rational 
human being who has not heard the Gospel. 
In this he is mistaken. But he does not take 
such a hopeful view of the prospects of the 
heathen as to weaken the motive for mission- 
ary effort. His anticipations for the conver- 
sion of the world to Christianity are hopeful 
andencouraging.

— "made to show the parties were not 
equals in guilt, but when a court came to the 
measurement and comparisonof their sev- 
_ eral degrees of cuilt it required too much 
nicety and refinement. Any attempt to in- 
quire into the relative criminality of the par- 
ties would involve a determination of 
mere questions of morality with 
which the law never dealt. The court said 
he was disposed to find some lawful way to 
restore the property to the complainant, on 
whom a sharper punishment seemed to fall 
than was required for the purpose of reform 

or deterring wrong-doers in the future. But 
every effort to discover a way of deliverance 
had been met by a fresh confirmance of his 
unfortunate — and when sympathy 
for him and indignation at the base treach- 
ery of his son ha been uttered all had been 
done that the law permitted.

London Queen: The passing of the legisla- 
tive enactment known under the short title 
- of “The Married Women’s Property Act” 
was hailed by many of tne advocates of what 
are popularly termed women’s rights as an 
- unmixed blessing. It may be in the recol- 
- _ Yection of many of our readers that we were 
not s enth tie in its praise as some of 
dur contemporaries, and that we took occa- 
- sion to draw attention to the responsibilities 
that it imposed upon married women—respon- 
“sibilities from which they were previously 
exempt under the operation of the laws re- 
pealed by the passing of the new act. We 
have had occasion to draw attention to cases 
in ‘which women were, under the 
at present in force, found to be liable to 
2 criminal law for doing that which they 
micht previously have committed with im- 
punity, such as selling their husbands’ prop- 
erty, etc.; and we now call attention to a de- 
‘cision of great importance and general inter- 
est, delivered by Mr. Justice Kekewich in 
the Chancery Division of the High Court of 
Justice the 30th of March last, when the 
learned Judge took the opportunity of stat-_ 
ing that “the Legislature had thought Tit to 
day that married women should, in respect of 
' *-- practically all their property, be regarded as 
unmarried women; and they must take the 
benefit of ‘the enactment together with all 
its disadvantages. which were by no means 


The plaintiff, a married lady, Mrs. Emily 
Harriette Haywood, was the owner of forty-

She Has Studied the Ape. 

Mme. Clémence Royer, the French transia- 
tor of Darwin, discusses in the new number 
of the Revue d Anthropologie the ideas of M. Vic- 
tor Meunier with regard to the domestication 
of apes. Mme. Royer does not doubt that, un- 
der a proper system of 1 2 apes might 
be made good workers. They lack persever- 
ance, indeed, but in general intelligence they 
are, she thinks, superior to the dog, the horse, 
or even th elephant. She points out, how- 
ever, that would be necessary to feed do- 
mesticatéd apes with great quantities of fruit, 
bread, and eggs, that the process of educat- 
ing them would be costly, and that for man 
generations they would probably be injuri- 
ously affected by the climate of Europe. Her 
opinion is t if the experiment is to be 
made, it should be made first of all in tropical 
countries, where apes might be taught to 
labor in connection with the cultivation of 
coffee, cocoa, and cotton. ‘ |
